WESTERN AUSTRALIA: 
Visttors 


Three overseas entomologists stopped briefly in Western 
Australia on their way to or from the 14 International Congress of 
Entomology : 


Dr. J.H. Giliomee, from the University of Stellenbosch, 
South Africa, was shown the fruit fly research and control laboratories 
at the Department of Agriculture. 


Dr. M.E. Solomon, of the Long Ashton Research Station, Bristol, 
England, visited CSIRO for discussions on aspects of the population 
dynamics of orchards pests. 


Dr. F.S. Andersen, of the Government Pest Infestation 
Laboratory, Copenhagen, Denmark, whose main interest is mathematical 
modelling techniques in population studies of insects and rodents, 
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Visited both laboratories. 


Ambrosia beetles 


An unusual attack of ambrosia beetle on living and mainly 
healthy young apple and plum trees occurred in a number of orchards in 
the Darling Range, 70 miles south of Perth. A very small Xyleborus 
species appears to be responsible. There are only two previous records 
of damage by these borers in the State, and similar damage to fruit 
trees has only been reported previously in Australia from Queensland in 
1946. Death of branches and trees usually follows attack, but luckily 
incidence has not been very high. 


Native budworm outbreak 


During October and November, one of the severe outbreaks of 
damage by the native budworm (Heliothis punctigera) ever recorded in 
W.A. Caused great concern. Some tens of thousands of acres of lupins 
and rapeseed were severely damaged, with up to 50% of seed being 
destroyed in some areas. 


Satisfactory control was obtained with DDT sprays over large 
acreages, but a shortage of the chemical restricted its use. Investigations 
have shown that the cost of control may be doubled by the use of alternative 
treatments.

Visitors 


Professor Peter Karlson of the University of Marburg, West 
Germany, visited CSIRO Division of Applied Chemistry in September, and 
addressed staff on the chemistry and biochemistry of moulting hormones. 


Professor Elizabeth McMahan of the University of North Carolina., 
who is currently working at CSIRO Division of Entomology, Canberra, made 
a brief visit to CSIRO Division of Building Research, Forest Products 
Laboratory, in South Melbourne in November to discuss matters of mutual 
interest concerning termites. 


Dr. Lauren D. Anderson of the University of California visited 
the National Museum of Victoria in October to discuss his compilation of 
a key for the identification of the immature stages of various insects. 


Dr. Van de Wilde of Wageningen, Holland, visited the Victorian 
Plant Research Institute in August to discuss insect hormones and integrated 
control. 


During the last three months the Department of Genetics and 
Human Variation at La Trobe University has been fortunate to welcome a 
number of visitors and two temporary Research Fellows, all of whom have 
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made valuable contributions to advanced teaching and to the seminar 
program. They were: 


Dr. S. Jain, who is Professor of Agronomy, University of 
California at Davis, and works on the population biology of Califomian 
grassland species, 


Dr. Lee Ehrman, Associate Professor of Biology at the State 
University of New York at Purchase... She was in the department for six 
weeks and gave seminars and lectures on her major research interests, 
the effect of genotype on mating success in Drosophila, and on her 
intriguing work on infectious heredity in Drosophila. Before moving to 
Purchase, which is a new campus, she worked at the Rockefeller University 
with Professor Th. Dobzhansky. She has been an associate editor of 
Evolution, and is an editor of a new journal Behaviour Genetics, as well 
as being on several other editorial boards. 


Dr. R.H. Richardson, who is Associate Professor of Zoology at 
the University of Texas at Austin, and works on behaviour genetics and 
dispersal analysis of Hawaiian Drosophila. The study of the Hawaiian 
Drosophilidae is attracting the attention of evolutionary biologists 
everywhere, since they have in Hawaii undergone an adaptive radiation as 
remarkable as that found in the fauna and flora of the Galapagos Islands. 


Dr. Hampton L. Carson, Professor of Genetics, University of 
Hawaii, who is concerned with cytogenetic aspects of the Hawaiian 
Drosophilidae. 


Dr. J.A. Bishop, Senior Lecturer in Zoology, University of 
Liverpool, who is continuing some of the classic work by English ecological 
geneticists on melanism in moths due to industrial pollution. He has also 
now begun studies on warfarin resistance in rats. Warfarin is used to 
control rats and it appears that some wild rats in Britain have evolved 
genetic resistance to the chemical. 


Dr. Joseph Greenberg, Chief, Microbiology Division, Palo Alto 
Medical Research Foundation, who will be at La Trobe for six months. 
He has extensive interests in chemical mutagenic and carcinogenic agents, 
which in fact led to the discovery of the most potent known chemical 
mutagen, nitrosoguanidine. He is one of the major contributors, on a 
world-wide basis, in the field of radiation genetics. 


Journeys 


Mr. Tom Hogan, Principal Entomologist at the Victorian Plant 
Research Institute (and President of the Society) is attending an FAO 
conference on ecology in Rome during December. He will also visit 
laboratories working on insect pathology. 


Mr. Arthur Neboiss, Curator of Insects at the National Museum 
of Victoria, spent two weeks of November in Tasmania on a collecting 
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trip concerned mainly with caddis flies. 


A two-week field trip has been organised by Monash University 
Department of Zoology to Cudgee sandhills, which lie between Wentworth 
and Broken Hill. Those involved will be Dr. George Ettershank and 
Messrs. Peter Christy and Vince Salanitri of the Department of Zoology, 
and Dr, Barry Moore of CSIRO Division of Entomology, Canberra. The 
primary purpose of the trip is to collect workers of the ant Calomyrmex 
albtpes, which has a brightly coloured and interesting alarm secretion. 
It is hoped subsequently to elucidate the chemistry of this material. 
The secondary purpose of the visit is to conduct field trials of a 
tracer dilution technique to estimate populations of ant nests, using 
fluorescent Rhodamine B. 


The Genetics Department of the University of Melbourne is 
planning a major expedition to the arid zone of Western Australia in 
January/February 1973 to collect grasshoppers for cytogenetic research. 


Overseas travellers 


Professor Ian Thornton, Department of Zoology, La Trobe 
University, has been in the U.K. on sabbatical leave. He is currently 
conducting field studies on Psocoptera in Fiji, and is due to return 
for the 1973 academic year. 


Dr. Alan Marshall of the same Department commenced a year's 
sabbatical in September at the Imperial College, London. He will be 
working with Dr. C.T-. Lewis on ultrastructural studies, 


Mr. John Beesley, CSIRO Division of Building Research, Forest 
Products Laboratory, returned in September from a 15-month assignment 
in Malaysia as a Colombo Plan adviser on forest products research. 


Recent appointments 


Dr. David Hay recently took up a lectureship with the 
Department of Genetics and Human Variation at La Trobe University. He 
came from the Department of Genetics, University of Birmingham, England, 
where he took a Ph.D. in psychogenetics, preceded by an M.A. in psychology 
from the University of Aberdeen. He works on the genetics of behaviour 
in both Drosophila and man.

TASMANTA: 
Meetings of members 


In spite of good intentions to hold more frequent meetings, 
only one has been held since the last Bulletin. This was on 25 September 
and the guest speaker was Dr. F.S. Andersen, of the Pest Infestation 
Laboratory, Lyngby, Denmark. Dr. Andersen, who had attended the 
International Congress, spoke on the use of mathematical models in insect 
ecology. The meeting was well attended by members and many visitors 
interested in the subject, and some lively discussion followed the talk. 


Visttors 

Apart from Dr. Andersen, who visited the Department of 
Agriculture, the University and the CSIRO Sirex laboratories, three 
other visitors should be mentioned: 


Dr. D.E. Pennock, of the Department of Entomology and 
Parasitology, University of California, visited the Department of 
Agriculture. 


Dr. J.H. Giliomee, of Stellenbosch University, South Africa, 
visited an old friend, Robin Bedding, prior to the Congress, and also 
found time to call at the Department of Agriculture and the CSIRO Sirex 
Laboratories. 


Mr. A.A. Kirk, who was formerly stationed at Silwood Park in 
England, and who collected siricid parasites in Europe and in North 
America, spent a short time in Hobart before the Congress. 


Strex biologteal control 


As the search for parasites (insects and nematodes) has now 
been completed overseas, members might be interested in a brief outline 
of what has been achieved. 


In all 23 species of insect parasites have been imported from 
the northern hemisphere (Europe, North Africa, Turkey, India, Pakistan, 
Japan and North America). Of these 11 have been liberated in Tasmania 
and 6 in Victoria, and several others should be liberated when sufficient 
numbers have been reared. Five are known to be established: some others 
have been liberated too recently for the result to be known yet. 


Eight species of nematodes (mainly Deladenus spp.) have been 
imported. Most of these do not feed naturally on the symbiotic fungus of 
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Strex noettlto but attempts are being made to rear strains that will do 
so. Several strains of D, stricidicola have been liberated in Tasmania 
(at Scottsdale and at Pittwater) and at many sites in Victoria. 


Evaluation of both insect parasites and nematodes is in progress. 
It is still far too early to report on the nematodes, but the results to 
date at Scottsdale are very promising. Results with the insect parasites 
at Pittwater are excellent. Total parasitism by four species has increased 
steadily since 1966, to about 60 per cent in the trees killed in 1969, and 
to almost 80 per cent in the trees killed in 1970. The most successful 
species is the American Megarhyssa nortont, but Rhyssa persuasoria (found 
throughout the northern hemisphere) is also very effective. Jbalia 
leucospoitdes and I. ensiger are useful parasites in certain circumstances. 


The rearing and distribution of several species will have to 
continue for several more years, and the evaluation work will be maintained.

News Bulletin, November, 1972. 95,

ice-cold torrent, anchored by a rope attached to a heavy weight (i.e. 
Tony O'Farrell). The (relatively) placid, warm and shallow reaches of 
Boorolong Creek in 1972 were perhaps more suited to the advancing years 
of both parties.

Dr. G.H.S. Hooper, Senior Lecturer in the Department of 
Entomology of the University of Queensland, has been invited to serve for 
five years as a member of the World Health Organization expert advisory 
panel on insecticides. 


Recent visitors to the Entomology Department at the University 
have been Emeritus Professor O.W. Richards, of Imperial College, London, 
and Dr. M. Rashdan, Vice-Chancellor of the Agricultural University of 
Malaysia. Professor B. Hocking left the Department at the end of October 
to return to the Department of Entomology at the University of Alberta, 
Canada.

ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF AUSTRALIA ( N.S.W.) 


The Society has held meetings in the last three months as 
indicated below: 


At the August meeting four speakers gave lecturettes., 
Mr. M.S. Moulds demonstrated various forms of beating tray, including 
one he had recently designed. Mr. H.G. Greening spoke on a number of 
species of pests of stored products, dealing mainly with pests of grain, 
cereal products, legume seed, animal products, copra and tobacco pests. 
Mr. A.D. Clift exhibited a series of electron micrographs of small insects 
and insect tissues. The light and electron micrographs were taken in the 
course of a study of ovarian development in the blowfly Luevlia cuprina. 
Mr. A. Catley discussed insects intercepted in quarantine in N.S.W. and 
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stated that nearly 1,200 interceptions occurred in the past year. The 
great majority of insects arrived by ship. The extremely low incidence 
of introduced pests indicates the success of the methods adopted. 
Numerous specimens of intercepted species were exhibited. 


The following films, lent by Rentokil, were screened by 
Mr. H.G. Greening at the September meeting: "Woodworm (Anobiun 
punetatum)": "The Biology of Cockroaches": "Look Who's Coming for 
Dinner" (subterranean termites): "The Hidden War" (treatment of grain 
pests). 


Dr. D.K. McAlpine addressed members at the October meeting on 
sexual behaviour of platystomatid flies in relation to speciation. In 
many groups of the family numbers of secondary sexual morphological 
characters exhibit specific variation; many of these were dealt with by 
the speaker. He also dealt in detail with the mating behaviour of three 
species of Euprosopia. 


At the October meeting congratulations were extended to the 
Honorary Secretary, Alan Clift, on his recent award of the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy by the University of Sydney.
